WHAT EISENHOWER 
TOLD EBAN 
From a Cearrespondent 


WASHINGTON 
Commenting, at a Press conference, 


on Sir Anthony Eden's memonrs, of 
which extracts are being published 
here, President Eisenhower added 
what he called a “footnote” to the 


history of the Suez period, 

Early in October, 1956, the Israeli 
Ambassador, Mr. Abba Eban. who 
was goimeg back to Israel. called on 
him for consullations 

He. the President, told Mr. Eban 
that he hoped he would not allow 
any misinterpretation of sentiment in 
the United States to sway him, par- 
ticularly because of possible Jewish 
sympathy for what seemed to be a 
build-up around Israeli mobolisation 
at that time 

He also expressed the hope that 
Mr. Eban would not allow that to 
sway his judement of what the United 
States Government would do to pre- 
vent any outbreak of hostilities and 
the settlement of international issues 
by force. | 

Mr. Eban was also told that if he 
thought it would have an tota of 
influence of the then impending 
American Presidential election ofr on 
the President personally, he would 
disabuse his mind of it. 

America would take any action it 
deemed necessary to prevent fighting. 

In his memoirs Sir Anthony says: 
“Some may doubt the wisdom of 
Israel's action, none can deny her 
courage nor the provecation offered 
her. For my part. if the responsi- 
bility had been mine as the head of 
the Isracli Government, | hope that 
| would have taken just such action 
as Israel took.” 

Informed sources doubt whether 
such a meeting took place between 
President Eisenhower and Mr. Eban. 

Mr. Eban left Washington for 
Israel on October 12 of 13, 1956. 


There was no report at the time that 
he had had a meeting with the 
President.

He was also 
satisfied that the British Government 
would do all it could to safeguard 
proper racial relations in this country 
On Germany, Lord Cohen expressed 
the hope that every step would be 
taken to get rid of “ at least the worst 
elements among the teachers, judges, 
and Government officials.” But, he 
said, “while we are amply justified 
in making our protest, we must not 


shut our eyes to all that decent

Dayan Grunfeld took issue with

She 
expressed the hope that parents would 
consult the Advisory Office at an early 
stage. 

“I also hope,” she stated, “that 
the larger Jewish provincial com- 
munities will follow the example and 
set up similar bureaux.” 

Mr. T. J. Phillips, Secretary of the 
Board of Guardians, said that the new 
office would provide advice both as 
to the selection of a suitable occupa- 
tion as well as to available openings

STATE AID FOR DAY 
SCHOOLS 


Jewish Chronic le Re porict 


Ihe North-West 
Day Schools (180 Wrilesden Lane. 
N.W.6) have been granted Aided 
Status by the Ministry of Education, 
Ihe new which officially came 
into effect on January 21, makes this 
the first post-war Jewish primary 
school in the Home Counties to 
acquire State Aid under the 1944 
Education Act. 

Pupils will no longer be required 
to pay fees, but, since the cost of the 
purely Jewish religious studies on 
the curriculum will not be borne Dy 
the State, it is hoped that parents will 
help to meet the £3,000 a year cost of 
religious mstruction. 

About 1,000 children. have passed 
through the doors of the school since 
its foundation in 1945, Today there 
are 240 pupils (plus a further 30 in 
the kindergarten), and it 1s planned 
that the school will eventually cater 
for 280. 

The cost of the -new building, 
which includes a gymnasium, dining- 
hall, and spacious additional class- 
rooms, amounted to £60,000, which 
was met by combined grants and con-

Educational Foundation, the Jewish

New amenities have been provided 
at the school by the local authorities 
in anticipation of the granting of 
Aided Status.

They have instructed their mem- 
bers to strengthen the ranks of Ajex 
which, the statement said, is serving 
the community in-a most valuable 
manner.

THE DIVINE IDEAL 


And I appeared unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, as God 
Almighty, but as to my name 
ADONAY (Eternal) !

HEOLOGY is one of the 
branches of study whose 
prestige has suffered a sad 

decline in modern times. Once the 
queen of the sciences, it is today 
looked at askance not only by the 
intellectual but even by the person 
of average education. It is regarded 
as a fusty and dubious field of 
study, as a relic of the Middle 
Ages, permeated by fallacious 
dogmas and hag-ridden by casuisti- 
cal reasoning, that cannot properly 
be included in the pantheon of 
modern knowledge—in the temple 
of science of the space age. 

This conventional attitude 
towards theology or the study of 
the God-idea is no less obscurantist 
than the fundamentalist’s opposi- 
tion to the theory of evolution.

Any tendency in this country to 
bring im fractal discrimimation or to 
indulge in crude and ignorant attacks 
on Jews must be strongly condemned, 
mid Mr. R. A. Butler, the Home

The four members of. the A.J.A. 
Brains Trust held at the Edgware 
Reform Synagogue last week -were 
agreed that there was fio ¢evadence 
that recent antisemitic manifesta- 
tions had been organised. Mr. Percy 
Cohen said that the outbreaks in 
Great Britain were the result of wmi- 
tation. Nevertheless, the Jewish com- 
munity must be on its guard. 

Mr. Montagu Richardson hoped 
that the Anglo-Jewish community 


would not concentrate on  anti- 
somition and defence work, but. 
rether on a more positive under- 


standing of Judaism. 

Dr. Basil Bard advised the Jewish 
community to treat the problem 
responsibly but without alarm. It 
might, he said, be advisable to make 
anti-racial activities criminal offences. 

Mr. Charles Spencer said he would 
have preferred any protest’ march to 
have been organised by a non-Jewish 
body. 

Another subject debated by the 
panel was the need for an extradition 
treaty between Britam and = Israel.

L.C.C.’s “HORROR” AT 
ANTISEMITISM 
Resolution Passed by Council 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


London County Council, the largest 
municipal authority in the world, 
expressed at its mecting on Tuesday 
its “horror” at the reappearance of 
Nazi and antisemitic activity.” 

Both Labour and Conservative 
Aldermen and Councillors voted in 
favour of a resolution to this effect 
proposed. by the Methodist leader, 
Alderman the Rev. Dr. Donald Soper. 
The resolution was passed unanim- 
ously. 

it read: “That the Council 
expresses on behalf of the people of 
London its horror at the reappear- 
ance, in London and clsewhere, of 
Nazi and antisemitic activity: and 
puts on record its confidence that the 
people of London will combat and 
totally reject this evil.” 

Rising from the Labour benches in 
the Council Chamber. Alderman 
Soper told the Council of his visit to 
Auschwitz soon after is liberation, 
where he had seen the dreadful 
evidence of the crimes which had 
been committed by young people who 
had been specially trained to become 
enihusiasuc exccutioners.” As a 
Christian munister, he stated, he 
accepted a share of the blame which 
the Christian world. bore for - the 
terrible events. and he had been 
proud to participate in the protest 
march to ihe German Embassy the 
other day. 

Dr. Soper added: re- 
emergence of antisemitism which in 
our day ts associated with Nazism 
and fascism 16 a fact.” He called it 
‘the renamsance of this foul and 


abominable thing.” 


The resolution was seconded by 
Councillor lan McLean (Conserva- 
tive). He was a prisoner in Germany 
during the last war. 

He expressed the hope that the full 
rigour of the law would be used 
against anyone who showed any 
signs of pursuing racialist policies, 
and suggested that as a practical step 
“no premises under the zgis of the 
L.C.C. or premises over which this 
Council has any influence be cver 
hired owt to any organisation which 
is even suspected of pursuing such 
policies.” 


BOROUGH COUNCILS 
PROTEST 


The Labour group of St. Maryle- 
bone Borough Council was, last night, 
introducing a resolution, supported by 
the Conservatives, condemning anti- 
semitic outrages in the borough and 
elsewhere. 

The resolution recorded the Coun- 
cil’s indignation and assured intended 
victims of such antisemitic propa- 
ganda of the determination of the 
overwhelming majority of the people 
to oppose any revival here of the 
degraded Hitlerite doctrine one 
believed to have been permanently 
eradicated through the sacrifices 
which brought about the defeat of 
Nazi Germany. 

Paddington Borough Council last 
night was also considering a resolu- 
tion condemning attacks on cilizens 
of the borough and calling for Jegis- 
lation against people who incite racial 
hatred.

Art Notes 


New Spanish Armada 


By F. G. STONE 


It is impossible to think of 
twentieth-century art without Picasso. 
Other Spanish émigrés, too, have 
made their mark-—Gris, Mird, Dali, 
Clavé—on a declining scale. But the 
decline may be because the most 
important Spanish painters now work 
at home. They created wide interest 
and won prizes at the last Venice 
Biennale and can now be reckoned 
as part of the European picture. The 
exhibition therefore of La Nueva 
Pintura de Espaiia at lTooth’s is of 
more than usual interest. 

It is non-representational and the 
first thing that strikes one about it is 
its abnegation of colour. Of the ten 
painters here, only three can be said 
to use colour; the others restrict 
themselves to black, white. and grey, 
with occasional red to heighten the 
drama. 

Millares, who has been through 
surrealism, paints in black and white 
on coarse canvas in which he tears 
great holes and twists the torn-out 
handfuls into reliefs like intestines, 
bespatiering them with . blood-red, 
This ts surely the extreme of violence 
in art. Saura and Mendez are more 
conventionally violent, painting in 
great slashes of monochrome like 
machinery twisted in agony. Feito 
paints explosions, getting tension 
between his black and white areas by 
contrasting their textures. 

But it is not all violence ; there are 
meditative painters like the prize- 
winning Tapies, who seems to build 
his pictures formiessty of spatial areas 
made tense by contrast of texture: 
Lucig Munoz with his panels of indefi- 


mite lead-grey ; and Tharrats with his 
warmly woven colour textures. There 
is Cuxart and his experiments with 
materials, Vila~Casas with his pleasant 
aerial maps, and Lago with his gently 
floating rose-petals behind gauze 
Curtains, 

At the Leger Gallery Eugéne Ber- 
man, a Russian Jew who went to 
Paris in 1920 and is now an Ameri- 
can, is showing paintings done in 
Rome in the last two years. Mr. Ber- 


man is well-known theatrical 
designer and these capriccios of 
classical ruins and Mediterranean 


night scenes are theatrical backcloths 
when they are not architectural 
Studies. They are frequently decorated 
with laundry clothes-lines: 
“ decorated ” is the word, for no real 
people will ever wear these theatrical 
“props.” Accept all this, and it is 
good to see pictures that are well 
thought out, carefully and efficiently 
executed, and have a mood.

A certain 
delicacy or reticence, therelore, 
sometimes tends to shroud these 
Questions and to remove the Beth 
Dins judgments from  pubikx 
scrutiny 


However. evidence accumulates 
of a growing | de of discontent with 
the Beth Din's management of 
these matiers. [his evidence comes 
not only from aggrieved persons 
who complain bitterly of their 
alleged unjust treatment. It js also 
forthcoming irom rabbis and 
ministers who are continually being 
brought up against concrete prob- 
lems which they feel are being 
aggravated instead of solved under 
the present régime. Responsible 
communal leaders and social 
workers are well aware of the 
indignation that is being increas- 
ingly felt on this issue. It is there- 
fore time that. public expression 
should be given to the grave crili- 
cism that the present policy of the 
Beth Din has aroused among many 
staunch supporters and exponenis 
of Traditional Judaism. 


Of course, it is not the authority 
of the Halacha which is being 
impugned, but the Beth Din's 
determination to mterpret it along 
the most harsh and rigid lines. The 
trend of its decisions seems to indi- 
cate that an extremist interpretation 
consistently 
applied. Often these rigorous and 
unconscionable conflict 
with the more humane judgments 
given by other rabbinical authori- 
ties. both of the State of Israel and 
also of the London Beth Din itself 
in more tolerant times. Impossible 
demands and conditions = are 
imposed which eflectively prevent 
the conversion which is sought for 
and, as a result, cruel hardships are 
inflicted upon parents and children 
Morcover, procrastination and even 
discourtesy not infrequently add 
to the troubles of applicants. 
These offences against the dictates 
of common sense and humanity 
cannot be mitigated by the excuse 
that wunsuccessiul applicants can 
repair to Liberal or Reform 
congregations 


decisions 


Jewish history, Biblical 
times to the present day, would 
be immeasurably the poorer with- 
out the splendid contribution made 
to it by proselytes in every gencra- 
tion. The ellect of the present 
policy of the Beth Din, however, 
is virtually to make proselytisation 
impossible im the great majority 
of cases which come before it. The 
general method of achieving that 
end is to require undertakings of 
vastly higher standards of religious 
observance than are followed by 
the mass of Anglo-Jewry. In 
policy, as distinct from Din, the 
community at large is entitled to 
make its voice heard. Let the Beth 
Din revert to its duty of interpret- 
ing Jewish Law not only in the 
letter but also in the spirit of 
humanity moined by our 
immemorial! traditions,

AFTER its first ugly impact, the 
swastika epidemic ts beginning now 
to subside, and it is therefore timely 
to consider some of its effects so 
far as the Anglo-Jewish community 
is concerned.

Such statements bear 
little relation to the facts, cannot 
expect to bring Israel one more 
immigrant (if such  timorous 
creatures were worth accepting) 
but can only gladden the anti- 
semites and prejudice the standing 
of the community. 

And, surely, there have been 
heard too many — unsupported 
assertions that the daubings were 
directed by some international anti- 
semilic centre. That antisemites in 
various countries of the world are 
in communication with each other 
there is little doubt. But that the 
recent rash of incidents was cen- 
trally organised js a speculation in 
support of which no convincing 
evidence has yet been produced. 
The publicity alone would be suffi- 
cient to explain the daubings, given 
the fact that there are unstable 
individuals everywhere. 

In the light of its recent history,

Rules such as these brought 
rigour, stringency, and gloom into 
the Karaite. sect. Since no food 
could be warmed on the Sabbath 
day, the Sabbath came to be a day 
of austerity and misery. To the 
followers of the rabbis, on. the 
ther hand, the Sabbath was a day 
of delight, and while to them it 
would be unthinkable to have peni- 
tential prayers or even a Confes- 
sional of Sin recited at the Sabbath 
service, just the reverse took place 
among the Karaites. Not only was 
the Al Chet recited during the 
Sabbath morning service, but 
special Selichot were included for 
Sabbaths and Festivals. 


Harsh Laws 


— 


The stringency of the Karaites is 
particularly noticeable in their laws 
regarding. ritual cleanliness A 
person became ritually unciean tn 
a number of ways,.and in Temple 
times such people were debarred 
from entering the Temple unt 
they were cleansed by being 
sprinkled with the “ waters of puri- 
fication.” Later, when this pro- 
cedure was no longer possibie, 
washing in a prescribed measure 
of water sufficed. 


To the early Karaites, however, 
the laws of ritual uncleanliness as 
laid down in the Book of Leviticus 


Abraham Firkevich (1785-1874), a leader of the 
Karaites in the Crimea 


remained binding Anyone even 
touching a ritually unclean person 
or thing automatically became 
unclean, and thus women had to 
be fed away from their families at 
certain times, and the utensils they 
touched were no more ~ usable. 
Burying the dead provided Anan 
with many thorny problems. To 
take part in funerals and to busy 
oneself in burying the dead was 
always considered 
among Jews; but at the time 
this amounted to voluntary con- 
tracting uncleanliness.. The prac- 
tice, therefore, developed in later 
times of engaging followers of the 
rabbis for the purpose of burying 
the Karaite dead. fo avoid 
exploitation the Karaites devised 
new fegal fictions to enab’e them to 
perform burials themselves. Among 
the many precautions which had to 
be adopted was the enveloping of 
the body in cotton wool before 
placing it in the casket. .

As the Karaites fre- 
quently lived in smal] communities, 
it often happened that after a few 
marriages the whole community 
came to have ties of kinship, and 
marriage for those who were single 
was no longer permissible. While 
the wealthier Karaite Jews living 
in the Crimea could go to look 
for spouses among other Karaite 
communities, such as in Constant- 
nople, this was not possible in the 
smaller and poorer communities. 
These marriage laws broyght about 
a great decrease in the Karaite 
population, and it is understand- 
able why when a child. was born 
there was excessive joy ; conversely, 
when one of their number died he 
was buried secretly at night so as 
not to cause rejoicing among their 
opponents.

Rosh Hashana is known among 
the Karaites as Yom. Terua. which 
they translated as “a day of 
alarm” and which they believed 
should express itself in and through 
prayer. The Day of Atonement was 
a day of the utmost severity and 
hardship; even. suckling children 
had to fast. 

Ihe ‘Karaite 
nated in Babylon 
spread to Paiestine. also to 
the Crimea: and Constantinople 
had an important Karaite commu- 
nity. Egypt, too, had a large com- 
munity, which ultimately withered 
due to the great influence of 
Maimonides. Before the last war 
it was estimated that there were 
about ten thousand. Karaites in 
Russia and about two thousand in 
other countries. What has hap- 
pened to the Russian Karaites is 
not known. What is known is that 
today there is a small camp of 
in modern fsrael.
